ence was then made to Singpore to learn how 
the *Gamewell System” reported to be in 
operation there was working. ‘ ‘The reply, after 
some delay, was that there was no fire alarm 
system, of any kind in Singapore. It is 
proposed to instruict Mr. E. R. Hallifax, Assist’ 
;ant Superintendent of Police, who is going on 
leave this spring, to make full inquiries into the 
systems in vogue in Great Britain and retand, 
but untit his reportis received no estimate - 
the cust can be framed.
